Safety in a Subinurine, 


‘Judging’ from-an article in’ the Paris 
Nature, translated for. the Literary Di- 
gest, Hfe in. a- submarine vessel is not a 
particularly hazardous occupation.’ . Re 
ferring.to the recent catastrophes of the 
“Farfadet ‘and the Lutin, the public mind 
has been filled with appreliensions about 
the extreme danger of submarine ‘naviga- 
tion. This writer points out that a few 


grains of sand in the thread of the screw {- 


of the headpiece of the Farfndet had pre- 


vented it from. closing tightly, and that’ 


in the case of the Lutin,n pebble prevent- 
ed the closing of the valve for. replenish- 
ing the water ballast. Both of these ac 
cidents were ersily preventable, and the 
writer contends that these were the only 
two secious catastrophes suffered by the 
French submarine flotilla in the course of 
40,000 dives made: since it. was organized. 

A recent British device for escapa from 
sunken submarines fs a detachable boat, 


the deck of which lies flush with the back - 


of the veawel. It can be released by a sin: 


gie turn of s acrew, afier which it au 


tomatically crises to the surface, where it 
wilt float indefinitely, with plenty of air 
to muatain life until the een can be pick- 
edoup. At the same time a flat buoy re 
mains fastened to the submarine, thus 
marking the position of the wreck. An. 
other recent wafety devicg ia a hallow ball, 
which, when automatically rejeneed, floats 
to the wutface aad permits telephonic com- 
munication with the submerged vessel.
